It was m urder. 
So the coroner’s jury decided this 
noon, and returned a verdict th at 
"M osher came to his death from the 
effects of 
a gunshot wound in fileted 
by some person other than himself 
and to the jury unknow n.'' 
Mystery was ad led to the case by 
the inquiries of the officers and the 
inquest, but the theory of m urder was 
strengthened. 
Dr. Palm er testified in 
substance th a t Mosher could not, in 
his opinion, have killed himself and 
got in the position in which he was 
found, and Dr. Loomis corroborated 
him. 
Erik Westby picked up the re­ 
volver, but laid it back in the same 
place again and nobody touched the 
body except Jam es Mole, who simply 
turned Mosher's head to allow him to 
breathe easier. 
The inquest was con­ 
ducted by M. S. Prichard and District 
Attorney Wheeler, and was held in 
the municipal court room. 


Mrs. Mogher’ft Story. 
Mrs. Catherine Mosher, 
wife of the 
dead man, was the first witness. 
She 
swore th a t she had been married to 
Mosher eight years. 
Thomas Cald­ 
well, a cousin of the witness, lived 
w ith her and her husband. 
He was a 
carpenter and came here from Massa­ 
chusetts to work for Mr. Mosber. 
Work was slack so Caldwell had noth­ 
ing to do until the day before Mosher's 
death when both worked on George 
W arner’s house. 
Mr. Mosher was not 
home all the evening, but went to 
Kulpp’s brewery about 0:30. 
He re­ 
turned a t 8:45. 
Caldwell went down 
tow ard the river soon after Mosher 
left. 
The witness w ent to bcd at 
9:50 and her husband returned ten 
m inutes later. Caldwell had not gone 
to bed yet. 
The witness occupied the 
same bed w ith her husband and their 
child slept in the same room. 
Mosher 
was not in che habit of drinking to 
excess, and Mrs. Mosber did not think 
he was 
intoxicated when he came 
home. 
Mrs. Mosher first learned of 
her husband’s death when some hing 
awakened her. 
She wa9 ljTing on her 
right side on the back side of the b el 
with her face 
away 
from him. 
She could not tell w hat the noise was 
th a t awakened her, but got up imme­ 
diately, getting out of bed on +he op­ 
posite side from her husband, there 
being about a foot of space between 
the bed and the wall. 
When she got 
up she looked over her shoulder at 
lim and then walked around to the 
front of the bed. 
When she saw the 
blood on his face she screamed sod 
ran down to her cousin, and the latter 
helped her back up stairs. 
She did 
not speak to Mosher a t all. 
R evolver B utt Toward th e Foot. 
Mosher lay on his left side with 
one hand on hU breast and the other 
one slightly extended. 
He did not 
move, Mrs. Mosher thought. 
The re 
volver lay by the w rist of his rig h t 
arm ju st above the hand w ith the 
handle tow ard the foot of the bed 
She did not notice th a t he was bleed 
ing except th a t his 
"face looked 
black.” 
The witness did not touch 
the body or the revolver after the 
shooting. 
Caldwell was asleep when 
Rhe w ent down 
and 
the witness 
awakened him by calling. 
Caldwell 
a t once arose and 
helped 
her 
up 
stairs. 
The 
witness 
knew 
of 
no 
reason 
why 
her 
husband 
should kill himself. 
His business 
m atters he kept 
to himself. 
The 
night of his death he was in unusually 
good spirits and had not had trouble 
with any one th a t she knew of. Mrs. 
Mosher said she had been feeling 
badly for a year. 
She identified 
handkerchief as hers th a t District At­ 
torney W heeler handed her and ac 
counted for the blood on it by saying 
th a t she had the nose bleed whPe 
w atching the fire a t Ceiling's shop 
which she could see from the house 
The handkerchief was found under 
the pillow of the bed and the wituess 
said she put it there herself. 
Her 
husband did not stir when she heard 
the noise. 
Caldwell did not touch the 
revolver and when they got bank down 
stairs Caldwell w ent to notify the 
neighbors. 
Coaid 
Not 
H ave 
Shot 
H im self. 
Dr. Henry Palm er was then sworn 
and slid th at the body lay on the left 
side in a natural position on the bed 
The bullet wound was near the right 
ear. 
The bed was filled w ith clots 
of blood and blood had also run on the 
floor. 
The 
arms were folded one 
under the head and the other outside 
The rig h t hand was partially flexed 
and the revolver lay tw o inches from 
the elbow w ith all bnt two chambers 
.loaded. 
The hair about the wounc 
was singed and the surface well filled 
with powder, indicating th a t the re­ 
volver was held near the head. 
Frag­ 
ments of bone had been driven through 
the brain, and the ball had taken a 
zig 
zag 
course. The 
wound 
was 
the 
cause 
of 
death. 
The 
revolver must have been held within 
two or three inches of Mosher’s head. 
The bed showed th a t Mosher had 
moved his feet spasmodically after re­ 
ceiving the wound. 
There could be 
no voluntary movement of the body 
receiving 6uch a wound. 
The arms 
could not have been moved to any 
considerable extent after receiving 
such a wound. 
The sheet was folded 
partially around the left hand and the 
right hand was ju st against the sheet. 
If the revolver had been held in a 


way th a t would fire the shot to in Act 
the wound found, the position would 
have been such th a t blood m ost have 
spurted over the arm instead of over 
the shoulder as it had. 
Mosher could 
not place the revolver in the position 
in which it was found himself. Some­ 
one else m ust have placed it where it 
was. 
Hr, Loo rn Im Coroboraten Dr. Palm er 
Dr. Loomit was then sworn saying 
th at Caldwell summoned him to a t­ 
tend to Mother about 4 o’clock on the 
morning of the scooting. Mosher was 
alive but unconscious at th a t time 
but died about 5:20. He ^corroborated 
Dr. Palm er's testimony as to the po­ 
sition of the body, and the wounds 
thereon, and said also th at the arms 
were folded with the right hand par­ 
tially flexed and slightly turned under 
the left arm. 
Mosher could not have 
moved voluntarily after receiving such 
a wound and the involuntary move­ 
m ent would «be 
very 
slight 
and 
there were none while the witness 
was there. 
The revolver lay as Dr. 
Palm er said it did. 
The bed showed 
no evidenceof having been occupied by 
more than one person th a t night and 
the bed clothing was not disturbed as 
it would have been had any one got­ 
ten out of it as Mrs. Mosher said she 
did. 
The body lay so th a t there was 
room for another person in the bed. 
It would not be possible, he thought 
for Mosher to have shot himself and 
then gotten into the position in which 
he was found. *

John Caldwell, Mrs. Mosher's cousin, 
who

was next sworn. West W arren, Mass., 
was his home and his wife now re­ 
sided there. 
Mosher wro^e him to 
come here and learn the carpenter’s 
trade which he did, Mosher 
having 
plenty of work a t the time. 
The w it­ 
ness had never met Mosher or his wife 
until he got here, but had been corre­ 
sponding with Mosher for a year 
When Caldwell got here work was 
slack and there was nothing for Lim 
to do. 
His relations w ith Mosher 
were friendly and he did not know of 
Mosher’s ever having trouble with any 
one. 
Caldwell could not tell just 
when he w ent to bed th a t night but 
thought it m ight have been 9:30 and 
after Mr. and Mrs. Mosher had retired. 
Nobody slept with him and he heard 
no noise a t night until Mrs. Mosher 
called: 
"John! 
John! 
Howard is shot!” 
Caid we I then got up aud ran up 
stairs with her. He told how the body 
lay, aud continuing said th a t the re­ 
volver lay with the handle away from 
the body. 
Nobody touched the revol­ 
ver or the body while Caldwell was 
there. 
Soon after the witness w ent 
I'or the neighbors and for Dr. Loomis. 
Mrs. Mosher was in her night dress 
when he first saw her. 
Went by Moved the Revolver. 
Erik Westby, 
who lives opposite 
Mosher's house, testified th a t Caldwell 
came for him about 4 o’clock. Caldwell 
said Mosher had shot himself. 
When 
Westby got there Mrs. Mosher was 
sitting on the couch down stairs, and 
when the witness and Jam es Mole 
w ent up stairs, she did not go w ith 
them. 
Westby picked up the revol­ 
ver and then placed it in the same 
spot where it lay before. 
Jam es Mole was the next witness 
and told about W estby’B coming for 
him and his going to the house. Mole 
raised Mosher’s head and twisted it 
around so he could breathe better but 
did not touch his arm and he did not 
think Westby did either although he 
would not be sure about it. 
William J. Mosher, the dead m an’s 
brother, said th a t he knew of. no rea­ 
son why he should kill himself.

had never heard of him having trouble 
with anyone. 
At this point the inquest ended and 
the jury w ent out returning in twen 
ty minutes w ith a verdict th a t Mosher 
came to hi3 death from a gunshot 
wound inflicted by some person other 
than himself and to the jury un 
known.
